He was the speibal guest of 
Herman Ridder, proprietor of the New 
Yorker .Slants Zeitung, who gathered 
at his tab!*- a majority of the leading 
figures in American journalism. They 
(am e from the four quarters of the 
earth, and made one of the most note­ 
worthy gatherings of tn*‘ir profession 
ever assem bled in the United States. 
There was a felicitous exchange of 
greetings betw een Prince Henry and 
the men who spoke for journalistic 
(raft, and the affair claim s rank as 
one of the notable incidents of the 
tour of the German prince. 
The dinner was given in the hand­ 
some ballroom of the W aldorf-Astoria 
hotel, but that im m ense apartm ent 
was not largf* enough to accomm odate 
the newspaper guests, and the Astor 
gallery wa.**, also used 
Th© two rooms 
were splendidly decorated. 
Mr. Rid­ 
der and the special guests sat at ele ­ 
vated tables, a -rove which were the 
American 
and 
German flags 
The 
staves w ere crossed and the flags, 
draped fanllke, reached out like the 
wings of a huge butterfly. 
Above 
them wa; the Prussian eagle done in 
is< and* scent lights 
From the boxes 
hung clinging vines, and set in on th© 
Ie I get. Were hundreds cf palms. 
Ka h 
table carried bouquets of American 
Beauty rotes, round which were can- 
delabra, shaded in red 
As the ‘‘. tiers took their placet the 
lade s of many of the party appeared 
in the boxes which wall the* room. 
Prince Henry, attended by th# m em ­ 
bers of hi* suit. . drove to the hotel 
under escort of cavalry and mounted 
police. 
The dem onstration Sn the 
streets leading to the hotel was the 
most cordial of any that I.as so far 
marked 
his 
appearance 
in 
public, 
i Great crowds lined the way and press­ 
ed against th* police guard* that had 
I been thrown around the 33rd street 
entrance to the hotel. 
They cheered 
when th# prince cam* In sight, an i he 
frequently raised his hand to his cap 
in acknow ledgm ent of the dem onstra­ 
tions 
The prince reached th** 
ootel 
at 
S 3<i and was received bv Mr Ridder. 
They shook hands warmly and while 
they paused for a hrief talk trip m em ­ 
bers of the suite and delegates of 
President Rooaevelt filed up to the 
banquet hall. 
The band played the 
American national anthem as the first 
of the uniformed staff entered, and 
the crowd of guests arose. 
There w as 
a great cheer as the prince appeared 
and another when he took his place 
at the Bld* of Mr. Ridder at the special 
table. 
As the prince took his seat the elec­ 
tric light w as flashed into the Prus­ 
sian eagle above him on the southern 
wall and the power w as also Increased 
in every on* of the 2.500 Incandescent 
lights that burned in the room. 
It 
gave special brilliancy to an already 
attractive scene. 
51 r. Ridder called 
upon Bishop Potter, who off* red a 
brief gra'-e. 
A sm all army of w aiters 
quickly fl!!*>d the aisles between the 
tables 
and with an order that was 
remarkable In such a large gathering, 
the banquet began. 
As the evening proceeded hundreds 
of handsom ely gowned women filled 
the boxes above the < tin g hall. 
An 
orchestra high up in the second tier 
of boxes played popular national mu­ 
sic, and wh* n a tune caught the fancy 
of the crowd they sang It. 
At 
“Die 
Wacht 
am R hein” the 
crowd arose, and after singing it lus 
lily. there were loud cheers. 
“Amer­ 
ica" got the sam e enthusiastic treat­ 
ment. 
E xcellently molded statuettes 
of Prince Henry were distributed as 
souvenirs 
At 10:25 o ’clock Mr. Rid­ 
der. rapping for attention, proposed 
the health of 
the president of the 
United States and the Kaiser W ilhe'm 
and called upon W hitelaw Reid to re­ 
spond. 
Prince Henry was then introduced. 
As he stood up the crowd burst into 
song. ‘ Hot h Soli Er Leben 'ia l Hocli.” 
After that they sang “For He's a Jolly 
Good Fellow .” 
Before beginning his 
set speech the prince said: 
“This Is 
the largest interview I ever had.” 
At 
the end of the speech the prince was 
heartily applauded. 
Mr. Ridder at this point introduced 
Charles Emory Smith, saying that Mr. 
Smith had been a m inister of state, 
a great editor, and is known as the 
silver-toDgued orator of the press of 
America. 
Following Mr Smith cam e 
Charles W. Knapp, who was Intro 
dUC«d in a few appropriate words by 
Mr. Ridder. 
The dinner was conclud­ 
ed at 11:45 p. rn., and the prince Im­ 
m ediately left, accompanied

Washington did not give patriotism 
to the American colonies. The people 
had that as abundantly as he. He did 
not give them courage. 
That quality 
was and is in the American blood. He 
did 
not even give them resource. 
There were Intellects more productive 
than his. 
But Washington gave bal­ 
ance an i direction to elemental forces. 
He was the genius of order. 
R f was 
poi Si' personified. 
He was the spirit 
of discipline. 
He was the great con­ 
servative. 
it was this that made all 
other elements of the Revolution ef­ 
fective. 
It was this that organized 
a nebulous independence into a nation 
of liberty. The pails of a machine are 
useless until assembled 
and 
fitted 
each to its appropriate place. 
W ash­ 
ington did that. And so it is that we 
are a people. 
rn, 
I 
But we are not yet a perfect people 1 
any more than a youth is yet a per­ 
fect man. 
We are yet in the making. 
It is a glorious circum stance. 
Youth 
is the noblest of God s groat gifts. 
The life of a nation is like the life 
of a man. Read the history of a peo- , 
pie who have done things in their day. I 
Read the life of a man who has done 
things in his day. 
They are as sim- j 
liar as sea and oet an. 
It is only a 
question of magnitude. The American 
people are young? Yes. 
Vital? 
Yes. j 
Powerful? 
Yes. 
M asterful? 
Yea. ' 
Disciplined? Not entirely. Reserved? 
Not yet, but will be. 
Moderate? Not 
yet, but grow ing in that grace. 
And 
therefore on this, his day, I bt ar you 
the 
message 
of 
W ashington—he, 
whose sanity, orderliness and calm j 
have reached through the century, 
steadying us when untamed passions 
of riotous youth had all Hut. reached 
the climax of chaos. 
The American people have finally 
overcome every convulsion? 
True. 
The element of sobriety has never 
failed to m aster the maddest agita­ 
tions? 
True again. 
But the cost of 
the struggle in every instance has 
been measured by the strength of the 
instinct of discipline at the time. 
To­ 
day we arc calm, and are conscious 
of no need of self-restraint. 
Yes! 
But yesterday we were delirious, and 
the rumble of cannon on your streets 
aud the rattle of musketry at your 
doors was hailed with feelings of se­ 
curity and relief. 
And many crises 
may be recalled by men not yet old. 
The political convulsion of five years 
ago is a peaceful example of popular 
hysteria, overcome by strenuous work 
that tested the1 powers of conservatism 
to th<- ultim ate limit. 
Popular re­ 
serve, the self-restraint of the people, 
the fireside conference, would have 
lessened every excited circum stance 
In our history, and prevented many 
or most of them. 
Reason is better 
than bayonets. 
Sober second thought 
Is better than the destroying violence 
of a campaign over passion-born prop­ 
ositions. 
The 
Labor and Capital 
Arbitration 


Committee. 


In the daily press we read of a co­ 
operative council of capitalists, clergy, 
workers anil publicists to settle the 
conflicts between labor and productive 
wealth. We applaud it, and we should. 
But not bei ause it will be effective— 
for it may not he effective. 
But we 
hall it as an evidence that the spirit 
of forbearance is spreading among the 
people. 
It is an expression of the 
instinct of order which must become 
the ruling element in American civili­ 
zation. And this it Is which, more and 
more, will settle strikes, and In the 
end prevent them. 
This it is which, 
more and »oro will take wildness out 
of our politics, until reasonable issues 
only remain. The remedy for friction 
between employer and employed is in 
the breasts of the men themselves and 
their employers. 
The sa ling of the 
people la In the hands of the people 
themselves, and nowhere else. Better 
than councils and commissions and 
congresses is the self-discipline, the 
reasoning reserve, the regulated con­ 
science of a free people. 
And con­ 
gresses and councils arc effective only 
ae they are expressions of this. 
Indeed, we have awakened to the 
fundamental fact that written laws 
are not everything and that the peo­ 
ple are everything. Back of our sta t­ 
utes stands our constitution, and back 
of our constitution stands our institu­ 
tions. 
and back of our institutions 
Hands our race. 
Let us remember 
th at the people are the real founda­ 
tion; not laws, not even constitu­ 
tions. 
It is the people from which 
statutes, constitutions and even in­ 
stitutions' spring that give these forms 
of civil method their meaning. 
The 
constitution of this republic would 
be a different Instrument as the fun- 


until the whole nation Is well nigh 
an Industrial unit as it is a political 
unit, the extension of this process 
until International relations are so 
interlaced that no nation, even by 
war, can entirely cut the golden cords 
of commerce and culture that bind 
lo r to her sisters—the processes of 
civilization, in short 
bring into play 
national 
necessities 
and 
national 
powers as much greater and more 


is itself a proof of our youth and en­ 
larging vitality. 
It is inevitable that 
each year, alm ost each day, shall be­ 
hold unheard-of developments in our 
industrial, commercial, financial m eth­ 
ods. 
Ia*i us be not startled at them. 
They may be beneficent or they may 
be malevolent, but denunciation, hasty 
action, ex c lu sio n s which are jumped 
at instead of being thought out, are no 
proper test. The habit of mind which 
leads us to bitterly denounce or un­ 


r e s e r v e d l y praise, is not the tem per 
which a free people should foster. 
For be it remembered that a free peo­ 
ple m ust depend upon them selves and 
not upon some separate power which 
attem pts to solve every problem for 
them, as is the the case in autocracies. 
We are fond of saying that in a re­ 
public each citizen is a king. But Bay- 
complex than those exercised by the 
ing so does not make it so. 
Each of 
fath< r-i, as tim nation and its activi-! 
ties today are greater and m on1 com-; 
plex than they were a century ago. j 
We can not adopt new constitutions 
to nic**t those new conditions. 
They 
would lie inadequate if we did adopt 
them, and each decade would make I 
the constitution of the preceding de­ 
cade obsolete if its letter alone were 
read. And so we rely on a law more 
perm anent and more vital —the insti­ 
tutional law with its roots springing 
from the very soul of our race, by 
whose 
living meaning our written 
law s and constitutions are interpreted. 
Our hop'- is in ourselves. 
Our safety 
is in our r e Jal customs and tenden­ 
cies. 
Our salvation and supremacy 
is in the character of our people. 
I do not mean that we should bind 
oui selves to custom. 
I am only a 
limit* i believer in the philosophy of 
precedent. 
Precedent 
becomes 
par­ 
alysis, If observed when custom s no 
longer fit conditions. 
Conservatism 
does not mean adherence to existing 
order m erely because it is existing 
order. Conservatism means the adap­ 
tation of means to ends naturally and 
without violence. Reason is the touch­ 
stone of conservatism. 
And so It is 
that we m ust foster the elem ent of 
conservatism in American character 
aa we would fan the spark of life 
Itself, for it is th at vital spark. 
Let 
. th,* American people write over the 
' fireside of every American home those 
words of inspired direction; 
“Prove 
; all th in g s- hold fast to that which is 
good." 
Time Is the greater reasoner. 
P atien ce is the eternal method of ac- 
, curacy and truth. Time and patience, 
patience and tim e—these are the an­ 
cient 
counsellors 
who 
never 
err. 
These are the sages to consult when 
perplexing situations seem unsolvable. 
Beware of Instantaneous processes. 


Hot-House Laws Ineffective. 
I 
There can be no instantaneous set­ 
tlem ent of any large question. To say 
th at there could be, is to say that 
civilization itself could be completed 
! by piecemeal. 
But that is not the 
method of civilization’s progress. 
So- 
! eiety 
is a grow th—not a creation, 
And all social, Industrial and political 
questions are related as a tree's bran­ 
ches to the common trunk. 
They are 
not, therefore, to be determ ined per­ 
manently by cure-all 
m easures and 
put aside as settled, as you pack arti­ 
cles in a box and put It on a shelf, 
sealed and labeled. Conditions under­ 
go ceaseless change, and m easures 
made for those conditions must also 
undergo ceaseless change. 
But if the 
change is wise it must be slow, and 
not sudden. 
The wrenching of the 
vast and delicate machinery of the 
nation's business, I he straining of the 
nerves of the whole people in unnec­ 
essary campaigns, lins been due to im­ 
possible propositions to instantly en­ 
act felicity. 
This is not discipline, 
not sanity. 
It is not reason, but pas­ 
sion ; pot reserve, but rashness. 
On the other hand, m easures onee 
enacted are not immortal. 
No eco­ 
nomic statute can be perpetual. 
To 
say that it can never in* bettered is to 
say that human conditions can never 
be bettered. 
But they can be bet­ 
tered. 
Yesterday 
we 
lumbered 
in 
stages; today we fly in palaces. 
And 
the change from stage-coach to rail­ 
way has r quired a new body of laws, 
which 
are 
them selves 
perpetually 
changing, 
Yesterday both capital and 
labor were individualized; today both 
are consolidated, system atized, co-op­ 
erative. 
The old laws no longer fit 
the ease. 
But these new conditions 
grew out of the old conditions 
they 
were not suddenly created. 
And so 
we must Ii t the new laws, regulating 
those new conditions, grow, and not 
suddenly create them. 
Quick crea­ 
tions always are ineffective. 
Condi­ 
tion* make laws, no; laws condition. 
And when this order is rove:sed both 
tho law made conditions and the law 
which m akes them are unhealthy, irri 
tating and dangerous. Events are the 
greatest of law-makers. 
Deliberation, 
patience and th,* self regulation of our 
a c tiv ities an the surest of safeguards. 
Put not your faith in w ritten word 
alone; put your taith in your own 
steady self-restraint. “The letter kill 
♦■th but the spirit giveth' life.’’ 
As in 
your relations to morals, you remem 
ber the M aster and strive to be like 
Him; so in your relation to the state 
and 'o u r an it ii I 
tow ar I all questions 
that present them selves to you as one 
of a self-governing people, rem em ber 
Wa; Mngton and strive to be like him 
reserved 
consldeiing, 
considerate 
and calm. 
The national habit of self-control ex­ 
ercised in the currant developments 
of ea -h day, when tim es are not hot 


us can be a king, and therefore the 
nation itself clothed with m ajesty as 
no people ever were arrayed; but only 
by each citizen acting as a king 
should act; thinking as a king should 
think, steadily, calmly, with balanced 
judgm ent and well-considered action. 
The new developments in the com­ 
binations of capital call for ju st such 
popular treatm ent; the increasing de­ 
velopment In combinations of labor 
calls for just such treatm ent. 
We 
behold millions of money which yes­ 
terday were acting separately, today 
massed in mighty organizations for 
the production, the transportation, the 
distribution of national products. 
Let 
us not be alarm ed at their magnitude. 
Let us not be paniced at their nov­ 
elty. 
It is not helpful to slap on the 
statute books hasty screeds and call 
them laws. 
It will throw no light 
upon the real question for excited 
meetings to grow frenzied over ex­ 
cited appeals. 
No great problem was 
ever illum inated by the torch of a 
mob; and between the conflagrations 
of the Commune and fiery talk of J 
agitators who feel they m ust carry the 
next election at any cost, there is little 
difference. Both may be useful in rev-j 
olution; both may be useful in the 
bloody overthrow of tyranny; 
but 
neither are the method of a free peo­ 
ple, who hold their own destiny in 
their own hands. 
Work of the Trusts. 
It is apparent to the .shallowest ob­ 
server and certain to the profoundest, 
that the great combinations of capital 
recently developed 
are based upon 
some of the fundamental principles of 
progress. 
It is equally apparent ami 
certain that 
in their development, 
evils 
and 
crudities 
have 
attended 
them. 
But this is true of everything. 
It is even true of the development of 
a child into a boy and of a boy into 
a m an; and constant care is exercised 
in the training of the infant mind and 
character. M aturity is a hard process 
and slow, but it is a simple process. 
Let as simple a process be exercised ( 
in the new development of our social 
economy. 
As violence and hot words 
anil storm y conduct spoil the vision 
of the parent, so will the same savage 
methods spoil the vision and make 
foolish the action of the people in the 
regulation of the development of cap­ 
ital and labor. 
The great combina­ 
tions of capital devoted to the produc­ 
tion of steel or flour or m eats or oil, 
system atize the industry, reduce the 
expense of production, simplify and 
make easy distribution, invade and 
conquer foreign m arkets. 
The organ­ 
ization of wealth devoted to the prep­ 
aration of meats and other foodstuffs 
sell their products abroad as well as 
here. 
Their vast resources enable 
them to put refrigerating ships upon 
the sea anil furnish the breakfast ta­ 
bles of London and Berlin. 
And to 
supply th at foreign demand the far­ 
mers of B lin is, Dakota and Kansas 
are called upon for cattle at profitable 
prices which otherwise they could not 
sell at all. So we see that this golden 
shuttle of modern enterprise shooting 
backward 
and 
forward, 
not 
only 
through our own land, but across the 
seas and into Europe and Asia, too, 
weaves occupation and prosperity for 
our citizens in its m inistry to the 
wants of our fellow-men abroad. 
The 


ma uncles, ana-now 
"YaSRy greater 
even is the policy of a people with 
reference to them. 
Do I say, there­ 
fore, th at no measures should be ta­ 
ken; no policy be formed? 
No, I say 
the reverse. 
But I say with greater 
earnestness, caused by the danger of 
unthoughtful and undisciplned action, 
th a t those measures and th at policy 
should be well considered, cautiously 
adopted, executed 
with sanity and 
judgment. 


Change in Character of Capitalists. 


On the other hand, this develop­ 
ment is having its beneficial effect 
upon the capitalists them selves. 
Re­ 
sponsibility always brings a broader 
understanding and a gentler consid­ 
eration of others.

He knows it is not so. He knows that 
it is a necessity of his business—a 
thing essential to the popular support 
of his enterprise, 
another great cor­ 
poration of Illinois whose managing 
mind appears to be a statesm an as 
well as a financier, began some three 
or four years ago to distribute the 
stock of his railroad among its em­ 
ployes, and to sell shares at lowest 
term s to the people living along Its 
line.
